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Increased Operating Expenses and Taxes Caused 
Net Revenue Decrease in 1943 


While there was an increase in gross revenue over the preceding year, increased operating 
expenses and taxes resulted in a decrease in net revenue for 1943, it was revealed in the 
fifty-second annual report of the directors of the British Columbia Telephone Company, as 
submitted by Gordon Farrell, president, at the annual meeting on March 9. The report 
reads, in part: 


In 1943 British Columbia’s business and industrial activity in total attained unparalleled high 
levels although official estimates indicate that the aggregate value of the Province’s primary 
industries—Forest Products, Mining, Agriculture and Fishing—was slightly less than the year 
previous. The reduction in the value of these basic industries from $300,000,000 to $295,000,000 
was attributable to the manpower shortage which prevailed for most of the year in these fields. 
The value of forest products dropped from $124,000,000 to $120,000,000; the value of mines’ 
production from $75,000,000 to $65,000,000 and the value of fisheries’ production from 
$38,000,000 to $32,000,000. The value of agricultural production, however, increased from 
$64,000,000 to $78,000,000, due largely to increased prices for farm products. That British 
Columbia is rapidly becoming a vegetable seed growing area of importance is suggested by the 
fact that the annual value of this commodity increased from $48,000 in 1938, to over 
$900,000 in 1943. | 


About 70 per cent of the 10,000 ton cargo vessels launched in Canada since the inception of 
the merchant shipping programme have been built in British Columbia shipyards. At the end of 
the year the number of persons employed in shipyards and aircraft plants in this Province totalled 
40,000 as against 32,000 at the end of last year. 


The high level of industrial activity created a heavy demand for new or additional telephone 
service. The Company ended the year with 5,469 more telephones in service than at the end of 
last year. There were 153,916 telephones in service at December 31st, 1943, as compared with 
148,447 at December 31st, 1942. The increase in the number of telephones represents installa- 
tions permitted within the limits of Governmental conservation control regulations. The Com- 
pany regrets that a total of 4,727 applications for new or additional service could not be filled 
inasmuch as these were applications which called for installattons requiring the use of controlled 
materials or were not within the essential classification covered by the regulations. 


Greater than average demands, due to war time activity, were made upon long distance and 
the number of originating toll calls recorded in 1943 was 15 per cent greater than the number 
recorded during the previous year. 


While there was an increase in gross revenue over the previous year, increased operating 
expenses and taxes resulted in a decrease in net revenue as against the 1942 period. Adjust- 
ments in wage schedules and a higher average number of employees accounted for practically 
the entire increase in operating expenses. _ 


All plant and properties of the Company were maintained at as high a standard as possible 
under existing conditions. Government control of metals and other materials restricted all but 
essential plant construction and further extension of plant other than for military or vital 
public need is drastically limited and will probably continue to be so for a considerable period. 
Where possible, the utmost use has been made of salvaged material. 


In spite of the heavy volume of traffic and a large turnover in staff every effort was made 
to render the service necessary to meet the full requirements of the many war activities. 
There is no part of the war programme which is not served by the telephone—its service is vital 
to every phase of the war effort. For their efforts in furnishing and maintaining a high standard 
of service under difficult conditions the employees are highly commended by the Directors. 
At the same time the Directors take this opportunity of expressing their appreciation of the 

co-operation and assistance given by the public.

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1943, to 707 members by the end of Decem- 
ber: assets had increased from $42,000. to 
more than $60,000 during the same period. 
The amount of business handled amounted to 
over $91,000. 

During the year 289 regular loans were 
made, totalling $43,730; real estate or mort- 
gage loans totalled $15,501; and the mem- 
bers’ share account total increased to $54,930. 

Although the increased business entailed 
heavier operating expenses, the directors and 
members approved a dividend rate to the 
shareholders of 3/2 per cent. 

Words of praise for the suecess and rapid 
growth of the Van-Tel Credit Union were 
expressed by two guest speakers, N. I*. Pullen, 
public relations manager of the ‘Telephone 
Company, and T. A. Switzer, deputy inspector 
of credit unions. 

An amendment was made to the by-laws to 
allow for the election of additional officers for 
the credit and supervisory committees. 

Another amendment which should be of 
interest and benefit to all members now makes 
eligible for membership in the Credit Union 
any relative of a member, if such relative 
resides with a present mem- 
ber.

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What Is This Thing Called Inflation?

HAT is this thing called ‘Inflation’ 
we hear so much about these days? 
Is it a bogey-man set up to frighten 
us or is it something to be feared and avoided? 

Let’s see what it is and what it can do to us 
and then we'll know if it’s as dangerous and 
harmful as it’s said to be. 

Inflation is that condition which develops 
when the people of a country have more money 
to spend on houses, furniture, refrigerators, 
motor cars, clothes and food, and, at the same 
time, the quantity of these things for sale and 
available for use is reduced and is not sufh- 
cient to supply all who could buy them. 

Then the bidding starts just as at an auc- 
tion sale when ten people are anxious to buy 
one article offered for sale. The price goes 
up and up and up. Eventually one of the ten 
bidders gets the one article for sale, but he 
pays an outrageous price for it and the re- 
maining nine unsuccessful bidders likely bid 
on some other article and run the price of it 
up to extravagant levels and so on. 

So, when inflation comes, the price of every- 
thing we want, and worse still, the price of 
things we have to have, such as food, clothing 
and shelter, goes sky high. Instead of having 
money in our pocket to spend, we haven't 
enough to pay the high prices required to 
buy the things we need. So, we have to get 
more money, and wages go up—slowly and 
inadequately. ‘That increases the cost ot 
everything that labor makes. Prices of things 
we need go higher still, with the result that 
we are worse off than ever. This “vicious 
circle’ keeps on with wages chasing prices, 
never catching up but getting further behind. 
The final result is that we may get more 
wages but we aren't able to buy even the 
necessities of life—not even enough food. 
We're really poor; our standard of living has 
been pushed down to the lowest level at which 
we can exist. This race between wages and 
prices can’t go on forever and eventually the 
blow-up comes. Our economic system breaks 
down and we find ourselves and our country 
broke—no money—barely existing—savings 
gone—life insurance gone—and jobs threat- 
ened or gone. 

It isn’t a nice prospect and it can happen 








here in Canada. It has happened in other 
countries within the memory of most of us. 
Inflation at its extreme is a terrible calamity 
and we should have the desire and the will to 
avoid it as we would avoid the worst disease. 

We are threatened with inflation in Canada 
today because we are at war. So many of the 
men and women who would normally be mak- 
ing clothes and household goods and cars and 
building houses and growing and processing 
food are in the armed services or are making 
ships and planes and tanks and guns. Our 
Government buys these tools of war for the 
use of our troops and our allies. We supply 
other countries with the food they need to 
keep alive. 

And so the things we want and think we 
should have just aren’t available. They 
aren't being made. At the same time every- 
one in Canada able to work is working. There 
is lots of money around. People as a whole 
have more money to spend. ‘Therefore we 
have the materials to start inflation. 

Our Government is trying to prevent infla- 
tion coming by taking our money in taxes, by 
borrowing from us, by ceilings on prices, by 
ceilings on wages and salaries, by rationing 
and by money management. We don’t like 
these things—they cause hardships to some 
because each individual case among the 11 or 
12 million people in Canada can't be dealt 
with separately. But if we want to avoid the 
danger of the calamity of extreme inflation 
we'd better help the cause along by doing 
without and making things do and lending the 
money we would like to spend on other than 
necessities to our Government until the war is 
over, and the workers of this country can get 
back to making the things we'd like to buy. 
Then we can help things along by buying 
them with our savings. 

Even $100 a week income is no good if 
because of high prices it costs $110 a week 
for a bare existence. ‘That’s the kind of thing 
inflation brings. 
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Oh, Little Towns of Canada 


Oh, little towns of Canada, 
Tree shaded, cool and green, 

Whose friendly yards along the street 
Have palings white and clean; 

The little towns of Canada, 
Whose people love the sun, 

And children, chattering like birds, 
Along the sidewalks run;
